BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA:

Section 1. Section 23-5-801, MCA, is amended to read:
"23-5-801. Fantasy sports leagues defined. As used in this part, a "fantasy sports league" means a
gambling activity conducted in the following manner:

(1) A fantasy sports league consists of a-timited-rumberof no fewer than two persons or groups of

persons who pay an entrance fee fermembership-in-theleague. The entrance fee may include an

administrative fee.

(2) Each league member creates a fictitious team composed of athletes from a given professional

sport, such as baseball, basketball, or football. Playerselection-is-conducted-through-random-drawings—a

(3) Each winning outcome reflects the relative knowledge and skill of the fantasy sports contest

players and is determined by the aggregated statistical results of the performance of multiple individual
